he big guy arrived suddenly — almost 

magically — with bells jingling and jan- 
gling shortly before 9 a.m. He had a white 
beard, wore a red suit, carried a sack full 
of presents — and arrived just in the nick of 
time. 

He chatted with some the children who 
were waiting anxiously with their families 
to get inside the Roberta G. Doering School. 
Then he disappeared as quickly as he had 
appeared — but departed with a hearty “Ho, 
ho, ho.” 

It was almost show time and he had only 
a few minutes to find Mrs. Santa Claus so 
they could get ready to meet the waiting 
children. 

It was the General Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs of Massachusetts (GFWC) Aga- 
wam Junior Women’s Club (AJWC) annual 
breakfast with Santa. The event, held Sun- 
day, Dec. 2, attracted a total of 633 “guests” 
— 291 adults and 342 children. 


Getting into the Christmas spirit 

The weather outside was damp, warm, 
and foggy. But inside, the school’s cafeteria 
there was definitely that Christmas spirit. 
The room was decked out in holiday red and 
green with Christmas music playing in the 
background, 

“Santa’s helpers” — 35 volunteers, includ- 
ing women from the AJWC, their friends, 
family and National Honor Society students 
from Agawam High School — bustled, about, 
serving breakfasts with pancakes, sausage, 
coffee, tea, juice or milk and organizing oth- 
er activities. And all for the price of just $5 
per adult and $3 per child. 
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Spending the ho- ho- ho idays with Santa 


In one corner of the cafeteria, Santa and 
Mrs. Claus sat in comfortable chairs with 
a decorated Christmas tree between them. 
They visited with children, listened to Christ- 
mas wishes, and posed for photos. Many 
families took quick snapshots with cameras, 
but more traditional and formal photos with 
Santa and Mrs. Claus were also a popular 
option that was available for a small fee. 

All children who attended also got a free 
book provided by the Agawam Family and 
Community Program. Other activities in- 
cluded Christmas coloring and a “hot toy” 
raffle. 

Additionally, children who brought letters 
to Santa that included a return address are 
receiving personal replies written by AJWC 
members. “We got 166 letters that we will 
personally answer and mail to each child,” 
said Christina Beauchemin, co-chair of the 
event. “We’re going to be busy elves.” 

For more than two and a half hours, fami- 
lies and children stood patiently in lines that 
wound around the room as they anticipated 
the breakfast and a visit with the Clauses — 
and a good time appeared to be had by all. 


Drawing a record crowd 
“It’s so awesome to see Mrs. Claus here,” 
said Chrissy Gillis as she and her five-year 
old daughter Emma ate pancakes — her 
daughter’s favorite food. The Westfield resi- 
dent said she heard about the breakfast on 
Facebook from a friend. “It’s definitely a 
good event — and it’s not as crowded as some 

of the others I’ve attended,’ she said. 
According to Beauchemin, the more than 
600 people who attended set a new record 
for the AJWC’s breakfast with Santa. “Our 
previous record was 588 in 2007,” she said. 
“Were definitely considering moving to a 
new location next year to accommodate ev- 
eryone more comfortably and speed up our 
cooking process. However, no final deci- 
sion has been made and it will still require 
a vote by the club before we can make any 


change.”

School Street Barn gains 
listing on historic register 


‘Visioning session’ for restoration set for Dec. 12

AGAWAM — It took nearly two 
years for town officials to achieve 
one of their goals for an important 
local structure, but despite recently 
being listed on the National Regis- 
ter of Historic Places, the School 
Street Barn is still a major subject 
of discussion for the town’s plan- 
ning department. 

Deborah Dachos, director of 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment in Agawam, announced re- 
cently that the historic red barn at

Places on Sept. 10. The town was 
notified by Secretary of State Wil- 
liam Francis Galvin, in an Oct. 9 
letter to Agawam Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen. 

According to a certificate rec- 
ognizing the designation, “The na- 
tional register is the nation’s offi- 


cial list of buildings, districts, sites, 
structures, and objects that retain 
their character and are important 
to our local, state or national his- 
tory.” It is a federal program, es- 
tablished under the National His- 
toric Preservation Act of 1996 and

to wait for sewer 


City council tables issue indefinitely

AGAWAM — In a move that 
stunned the audience in attendance 
at the Dec. 3 meeting, city coun- 
cilors voted unanimously to table 
a discussion about the Southwest 
Area Sewer Project indefinitely. 

Over 40 people were present at 
the Roberta G. Doering School for 
the vote and many of them spoke 
about their desire to have the sewer 
project completed. Some of the 
individuals who spoke stated they 
were simply looking for more in- 
formation about the project— which 
was moving into the second of four 
phases — while others stressed the 
need for immediate relief in Feed- 
ing Hills; that septic systems were 
failing at an alarming rate. 

Phase 2 of the Southwest Area 
Sewer Project has been the sub- 
ject of debate among town officials 


for the better part of the last year, 
most recently in September when 
Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
declined to sponsor a resolution to 
authorize a loan order because of 
discrepancies in cost projection. 
In October, Robert Rossi, chair of 
the city council’s administrative 
subcommittee, said he could have 
the loan order put on the council’s 
agenda without Cohen. 

However, Cohen sponsored a 
resolution for a $10.5 million loan 
order, stating in a memo to Rossi 
that although he had a number of 
questions that needed to be an- 
swered, he believed sponsoring the 
resolution would allow the council 
and the administration to continue 
a dialogue on the subject. 

The item was referred to the 
council’s finance subcommittee 
and appeared on its Nov. 19 agen- 
da but it was tabled until Dec. 3, at

AGAWAM — Earlier this year, Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
received notification from the state department of transporta- 
tion (MassDOT) that $2.5 million had been appropriated for 
the Riverwalk Loop Project. Construction, which will be 
overseen by the state, will occur in 2013. 

The Riverwalk Loop consists of minor widening of School 
Street and the southerly portion of River Road to accommo- 
date a 4-foot bike lane on both sides of the roads. The bike 
lanes will link the Connecticut Riverwalk located on River 
Road to Main Street and result in a 5-mile bicycle-friendly 
loop connecting schools, parks and historic sites. An off-the- 
road multi-use trail will also be constructed on the southeast- 
erly end of School Street. 

“This project has been a long time coming,” said Co- 
hen. “Our goal is to provide improved bicycle access to the 
School Street Park and other recreational areas located in 
Agawam Center. The Riverwalk Loop is just one part of my 
plan to improve bicycle and pedestrian access throughout 
Agawam.” 

The town has recently hired Fuss & O’ Neill to finalize the 
construction plans so that the project can be put out to bid 
at the end of February. In preparation for construction, the 
Town will be contacting residents along School Street from 
whom temporary construction easement must be obtained.

Beware of 
‘Granny Scams’ 


vy we know our more “seasoned citi- 
zens” don’t like the term “granny” or 
any term that refers to having an accumu- 
lation of years, but last week the office of 
Northwestern District Attorney David Sul- 
livan put out a warning about “Granny 
Scams” or scams where predators try to take 
advantage of good hearted people who are 
feeling extra generous this time of year. 

The press release asks that residents be 
aware during this holiday season that perpe- 
trators of the so-called “Granny Scam” are 
active in the area. As recently as last week, 
there was a reported case in the district, just 
one of many reports the office has received 
in recent weeks. 

People are asked to remember that they 
should not respond to a request to wire mon- 
ey or give out financial information. If they 
do, they need to hang up the phone (don’t 
worry about being rude), check with the 
family, and report calls to the local police. 

The press release also says that accord- 
ing to AARP, grandparents in 2009 sent at 
least $4.5 million to scam artists after being 
victimized. Older adults often don’t report it 
because they are embarrassed to tell anyone 
that they did this and did not recognize their 
grandchild’s voice, because of a hearing 1m- 
pairment, the time of day or the mere shock 
of the call. Sometimes the imposters even 
know the grandchild’s name. 

The district attorney’s office advises that if a 
caller says her or she is a relative, ask “which 
one?” Hang up and call your family members 
to confirm your grandchild’s location. Tell 
the caller you will return the call at his or her 
home or cell phone. Never provide any of your 
banking or credit card information. Never wire 
money or give out credit card information, un- 
less you are the one doing the calling such as 
ordering through a catalogue. 

Also, if someone is trying to pressure you 
into something — don’t do it, no matter how 
altruistic it sounds. Just think of car salesmen 
— they dress nice, look good — but they’ Il put 
a lot of pressure on you in order to clean out 
your pockets. 

In addition, if you want to do something 
good, go through reputable agencies or 
church groups and do it on your own initia- 
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tive, not at someone’s pressure tactics. 
Same with the Internet email, which is 
much more dangerous than phone scams. 
Don’t open emails you don’t recognize, and 
don’t respond to emails looking for dona- 
tions. That nice person from Uganda really 
doesn’t need your financial help, and you 
don’t need to send money to collect prize 
money from a contest you never entered. 
All that said, this is the Christmas season 
and you should be thinking about how to 
help your fellow human being, but do so lo- 
cally. Help people in India or Africa by going 
through a trusted local church or an agency 
with a good track record. Or just do some- 
thing good for your neighbors — people you 
know, and know they need help for real.

The oldest Agawam High School yearbook 
in the lower level of our library is the one 
from 1927. Since I was determined to solve 
the “what year was AHS’s first class?” di- 
lemma, a trip to the West Springfield Public 
library was necessary. 

A West Side librarian escorted me to the 
basement. She unlocked a padlock, turned 
on the light and showed me where the old 
West Side yearbooks were. I wanted to find 
a 1923. When I was finished, she said all I 
had to do was close the padlock. Much less 
security than our library. Working my way 
backwards, I got to 1924. No 1923. Maybe 
the ‘24 will be helpful. On page 39 of the 
‘24, the class history had the following 
sentence. “When we returned as juniors, we 
found our class greatly decreased in number, 
as the 25 Agawam people came no longer to 
West Springfield High School.” 

That “returned as juniors” would have 
been in September of 1922 when our town 
opened our new high school. The Aga- 
wam students who “came no longer” be- 
came our class of 1924. Since consecutive 
classes are usually about the same size, logic 
will tell you that about 20 or so seniors also

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Council tables sewer issue indefinitely

which point the public was invited to come 
in to speak before the council on the matter. 

On Monday, over a dozen people ad- 
dressed the council, including representa- 
tives from both Hood and Six Flags New 
England, who had attended a city council 
workshop last week to learn more about the 
financial impact of Phase 2. 

“It’s never a good time, but we keep kick- 
ing this down the road year after year,’ said 
Red Fox Drive resident Lowell P. McLane. 
“We can’t go on the way we are. These are 
tough decisions. You have a whole section of 
town that should have been addressed years 
ago.” 

Daniel J. O’Neil, who has lived in the 
same house on South West Street since his 
parents purchased it in 1972, said his fam- 
ily was told they were going to have sewer 
installed in 1974, and then 1976. 

“And here we are again,” said O’Neil. 
“We'Te supposed to be on the road to recov- 
ery and now we’re going to stop?” 

Similarly, Shelley Lane resident Richard 
D. Molbury said he was told when he moved 
to Feeding Hills 24 years ago that he would 
have sewers within seven to 10 years. 

Shelley Borgatti-Reed, another Shel- 
ley Lane resident whose husband, Douglas 
Reed, sits on the ad hoc sewer committee, 


said she was disappointed that more infor- 
mation hasn’t been put forward to the town. 
She criticized the council for not moving 
forward on issues of importance in a timely 
manner. 

“All we do in this town lately is table 
things,” she said. “We need to keep mov- 
ing.” 

“We' ve been hashing this out in various 
forms for over 10 years,” said Douglas Reed, 
who urged the council to find middle ground 
on the matter so that the residents may ben- 
efit. “We should be spending our time find- 
ing a way to get it done. It just doesn’t seem 
like it should be that hard.” 

According to Douglas Reed, the longer 
the town waits to complete the project, the 
higher the cost. “It’s never going to go back- 
wards.” 

Spruce Circle resident Michelle L. Con- 
nery, however, spoke against the sewer proj- 
ect. The mother of three small boys, Connery 
said she and her husband work hard to plan 
for their financial future, and that install- 
ing a new sewer system “1s not a need” for 
her family because her septic was redone in 
2010. 

“Our system is in perfect working condi- 
tion and we don’t need the town to do any- 
thing else,” said Connery. 

At the end of the 45-minute citizen speak 
session, councilors tackled the issue.

is administered in the Commonwealth by 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission. 
“The [national register] recognized unique 
and irreplaceable historic resources that give 
a sense of time and place to our downtowns, 
neighborhoods, village centers, and rural 
landscapes, and contribute to our communi- 
ties’ character, making Massachusetts a spe- 
cial place.” 

The town of Agawam purchased the School 
Street Barn in 2002, along with 49.3 acres of 
land on which the structure currently sits. It 
represents a rare New England style high- 
drive post and beam structure with ramps at 
both ends, an uncommon agricultural design 
solution to farming in a floodplain. Located 
on the west bank of the Connecticut River, 
the barn and its contents survived the devas- 
tating floods of 1936. 


Dachos, who once referred to the barn as 
Agawam’s “diamond in the rough,” said she 
was optimistic that the barn would be listed 
after the nomination form was submitted 
earlier this year. 

“It was a sure thing as far as I was con- 
cerned because of its history and significance 
in terms of construction,’ said Dachos. “I 
think that right now I’m just extremely en- 
thusiastic about the work that Bill Crosskey 
is doing. He’s actually prepared plans; you 
can visualize what the barn’s going to be like 
when it’s restored.” 

William Crosskey, of Crosskey Architects 
based in Hartford, Conn., is working on 
plans for the restoration of the barn, which 
was built in the 1800s. 

“All barns need work in order for them to 
remain standing,’ Dachos said. “We’re at the 
point right now where the barn needs some 
structural work. We do have to invest some 
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Councilor Gina Letellier said she has tried 
to be open-minded about the sewer project, 
but that the information presented at the 
Nov. 28 workshop was “enlightening.” She 
acknowledged that a lot of the information 
presented — by the mayor and by representa- 
tives of Tighe & Bond — was conflicting. 

“We have to come up with the right fig- 
ures,” said Councilor Robert Magovern, who 
expressed his desire to see Phase 2 move for- 
ward in a way that satisfies everyone. “We 
can’t keep going without sewers. I think this 
has to be studied.” 

Council President Christopher C. John- 
son, in stepping away from the chair, said 
he spent his decade in the mayor’s office 
dealing with sewer expansion. When the last 
sewer expansion project was completed in 
the 1980s, the state and federal government 
were paying for over 90 percent of the cost, 
he said. Today, that money has dried up and 
there are not enough homes or properties in 
the southwest section of town to justify the 
cost. 

“The actual hard figures are $2.2 million 
in actual bills paid from the auditor’s office 
for Phase 1,” said Johnson. “One property 
has connected.” For Phase 2, the total cost 
is “a tip under $12 million,’ he said. Even 
taking the Pine Street improvements out, the 
cost of the project still hovers around $11.5 
million. 


money into it.” 

Despite its age, the interior post and beam 
construction is in “excellent shape,” although 
a new roof will be needed in the future, Da- 
chos said. 

“And we do have some foundation is- 
sues,” she added. “It would be negligent on 
the part of the town to not initiate this pro- 
cess of making structural repairs ... and then 
going a little bit further to make it available 
to the public.” 

She invites the public to attend a School 
Street Barn “visioning session” at 7 p.m. on 
Wednesday, Dec. 12, at Agawam Senior Cen- 
ter, located at 954 Main St. There, Crosskey 
will present plans for the restoration of the 
barn, and the Barn Advisory Committee will 
solicit input from residents about the barn’s 
future use. 

“I think people can’t envision what the 
space would look like once it was restored 
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He went on to state that he asked repre- 
sentatives of Tighe & Bond how many con- 
nections they anticipated from Phase 2 with- 
out a mandatory hook up and they said the 
best-case scenario was just four to six. 

“That’s $15 million for seven households; 
that’s the estimate presented by our experts,” 
said Johnson. 

Most of the individuals who attended 
the Dec. 3 council meeting were in Phases 
3 or 4, and thus looking at a minimum of 
20 years for sewer “at the pace we’re going 
now,” he said. 

He suggested a compromise in the form 
of a resolution for a septic repair loan pro- 
gram, which would provide residents who 
are not currently served by public sewers 
with a source of funds to initiate Title 5 in- 
spections to determine if their septic systems 
comply with state regulations. It would also 
create a source of funds to repair or replace 
septic systems that do not comply with state 
regulations. The city council opted to table 
discussions about all of the sewer-related 
resolutions on their agenda, however. 

A motion to table the sewer issue indefi- 
nitely was passed 10-1. Councilor Cecilia 
Calabrese cast the dissenting vote. 

The votes to table the $10.5 million loan 
order authorization, a cost assessment for 
Phase 2, and the creation of a septic repair 
loan program, were unanimous.

AGAWAM - An enthusiastic group of 
town officials and residents are seeking to 
explore options and funding opportunities to 
bring a new track to Agawam High School. 

The effort is being led by the mayor’s of- 
fice and City Councilor George Bitzas. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen recently formed 
the “Track Facility Exploratory Committee” 
and Bitzas is just one of several members 
on the group that also includes Parks and 
Recreation Director Christopher Sparks, and 
Agawam High School Athletic Director Da- 
vid Stratton. 

A meeting held Nov. 26 laid the ground- 
work for the future of the group. Bitzas said 
he is very pleased to have a collection of 
people dedicated to finding a solution to the 
issue. 

“Right now, our track is an embarrass- 
ment,’ Bitzas said. “We have to send our 
kids to other tracks to practice and have their 
meets. Our bleachers are also terrible.” 

The committee has many questions to an- 
swer, but wishes to bring forward a proposal 
for a new track and bleachers at Harmon A. 
Smith Field. 

During recent years, the Agawam High 
School track and field team has been unable 
to hold home track meets and the bleachers 
used to watch many sports on the lighted 
field has fallen into disrepair. The track is 
currently graveled surrounding the lighted 
multi-use field used for football, soccer, la- 
crosse, and field hockey. 

Recently, an amendment to the Communi- 
ty Preservation Act (CPA) brought forth new 
rules that would allow CPA funds to be uti- 
lized on existing park facilities. Bitzas was 
a staunch supporter of the bill, which was 
sponsored by state Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, 
R-Southwick. 

Cohen said there is no timeline for the 
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committee to complete their work. 

“This is the first step of a very long pro- 
cess,’ said Cohen. “But I think the commit- 
tee I have put together is going do an excel- 
lent job. We have people involved with the 
track program and recreations and members 
of the athletic department.” 

Cohen said the track was last looked at in 
2008 and had a price tag of about $2.2 mil- 
lion. 

“It was a part of my capital improvement 
budget,” said Cohen. “But that is a wish 
list and unfortunately we could not get that 
done.” 

The estimate included the installation of a 
new track and new bleachers for Harmon A. 
Smith Field, he said. 

Bitzas said he was very pleased with the 
first meeting, and says the group will utiliz- 
ing the expertise of Jennifer Bonfiglio, the 
secretary for the Zoning Board of Appeals 
and Community Preservation Committee. 

“We are going to have Jennifer start to 
research whether or not the track can be re- 
placed using CPA funds,” said Bitzas. “There 
are questions whether or not CPA funds can 
be used to create a synthetic surface.” 

A new track would be “all-weather” and 
have a synthetic surface like those in Suff- 
leld, Conn., West Springfield, and at Chicop- 
ee Comprehensive. Neighboring Southwick 
still has a gravel surface. 

“We were very impressed with the new 
track at West Springfield’s stadium,’ said 
Bitzas, who viewed the new facility during 
Agawam’s Thanksgiving football game at 
Clarke Field.” 

A letter will be sent to the CPA seeking 
information on how much money is in the 
fund and what the projections are for avail- 
able funds during the next two years. 

While Cohen’s estimate was $2.2 million 
four years ago, Bitzas said a new estimate 
will not be determined until new plans are 
proposed.
